But Aguda’s Menahem Porush 
expressed confidence yesterday that

He said that Aguda had decided 
to support Labour because “the Li- 
kud had lied to and insulted" them 
since the resignation of Menahem 
Begin. He also said he hoped the 
move would “help break down the 
wall of hate and strengthen the unity 
of the people.”

It 
now has no further reason to take 
legal action, said Lev. 
The Ministry of Justice spokes- 
woman confirmed that the IBA had 
notified the ministry that the process 
of terminating Grossman’s employ- 
ment had begun before the last 
meeting of the IBA management 
committeee and Porat's subsequent 
consulation with Harish. 

Grossman had not intended re- 
signing from Israel Radio, only from

He said they would breathe new life 
into the soviets (assemblies) — the 
people's seprekeniatives - and 
“guarantee a break with stagna- 
tion,” which has become the official 
designation for the Leonid Brezh- 
nev era. 

Gorbachev has also said that the 
revision of the constitution was only 
a first stage. A second stage would 
invoive the status of republics, ex- 
tending their rights and powers in 
the political, social, economic and 
cultural domaines. 

A third stage of reforms would 
involve restructuring local 
authorities.

MOSCOW (AP) -- Chinese Foreign 
Minister Qian Qichen arrived yes- 
terday on the first high-level visit to 
the Soviet capital in 31 years of a 
Chinese foreign minister, in an ef- 
fort to resolve Sino-Soviet differ- 
ences over Kampuchea and prepare 
for a 1989 summit. 


“China and the Soviet Union, as 
two great, neighbouring countries, 
must live in peace and good-neigh- 
bourly relations,” Qian said in an 
arrival statement distributed by the 
official Soviet news agency Tass. 
“We are glad that in recent years 
fey anasBear ig relations gradually 

improving. I sincerely hope this 
visit will end with the expected re- 
sults.” he said. 

Qian was greeted by Foreign Min- 
ister Eduard Shevardnadze, with 


whom he will conduct two days of 


talks. The Chinese foreign minister 
also said he expects to meet with 
President Mikbail Gorbachev. 


Bangladesh officials fear: 


Relations between the two Com- 
munist powers soured in the early 
1960s in a struggle over the direction 
of the world Communist movement. 
Relations reached a crisis point in 
1969 when each side sent at least 
one million soldiers to fight a short 
frontier war along their common 
border.

“During the current visit, I 
Σου like to continue an open ex- 
change of opinions with my Soviet 
colleagues on the Kampuchean 
question, with the aim of achieving 
new progress in this relationship,” 
he said. 

In late October, officials an- 

nounced that negotiators had 
reached agreement settling most of 
their differences over the eastern 
sector of the Kampuchean 
boundary. 
A 1989 summit would be the first 
since the 1959 meeting in China be- 
tween Nikita Khrushchev and Mao 
Zedong. Qian's visit to Moscow is 
the first by a Chinese foreign minis- 
ter since Chou Enlai in 1957. 

Qian indicated the summit was a 
virtual certainty and did not depend 
on progress on the Kampuchean is- 
sue. Gorbachev is expected to go to 
Peking for the summit, because Chi- 
nese senior leader Deng Xiaoping is 
84 and rarely travels abroad.

Block of the

Haim Shapiro analyses the reasoning 
behind this week’s decision by Aguda's 
Council of Sages that the party should 

form a blocking majority with Labour 


POLITICAL OBSERVERS tend to 
discount the influence of the various 
rabbinic bodies which are said to 
direct the affairs of the cesta 
dox parties, regarding the rabbis as 
so much window creating to back up 
the decisions of the politicians. 
But if one needed any proof that 
the rabbinical councils are a factor 
to be reckoned with, it came this 
week in the decision of Agudat Yis- 
rael’s Council of Sages that Aguda 
must form a blocking majority with 
baad and the parties of the far 


The Council of Sages is a veteran 
body which ostensibly determines 
the policy according to which Aguda 
Knesset Members attend to day-to- 
day business. But its origins date 
back far before the establishment of 
the state, to 1915. 

One reason for 2 certain cynicism 
concerning the Council of Sages lay 
in the fact that it had been virtually 
defunct for almost four years, since 
Rabbi Eliezer Schach, who chaired 


the body together with the Rebbe of 
Gur, announced his resignation. 

At the time, Aguda was already 
seeing a growing conflict between 
hassidim and mitnagdim, with the 
Rebbe of Gur determined to stick to 
the principle of rotation of Knesset 
seats between the various Aguda 
factions and Schach opposing it. As 
long as Schach was nominally associ- 
ated with Aguda, despite his cham- 
pionship of Shas, it was difficult to 
reconstitute the Council, but it 

iz back into action following 
the recent elections, both as a result 
of Aguda's surprise election success 
and because Aguda now represent- 
ed a more or less homogeneous 
constituency. 

The members of the Council, all 
noted rabbis, are chosen by Aguda’s 
general assembly, but the Council 
Itself may invite other rabbis to take 
part. Most of the members are hassi- 
dim, but there are a number of Jeru- 
ποι non-hassidic yeshiva heads as 


a 


One such yeshiva head is Rabbi 
Yohanan Sofer, who is known 2s the 
Rabbi of Erlau. His community 
comes from Pressburg in Hungary, 
which is actually on the border be- 
tween the hassidim and mitnagdim 
and his community displays ele- 
ments of both. Thus, though his fol- 
lowers revere him in much the same 
way others do hassidic rebbes, his 
yeshiva follows the discipline of the 
Lithuanian yeshiva world. 

Acritical point is that his commu- 
nity prays according to nussach Ash- 
kenaz, like the mitnagdim, rather 
than according to nussach Sepkarad 
as the hassidim do. Both because of 
his personal stature as a rabbinic 
leader and because of his symbolic 
position as a non-hassidic member 
of the council, he is accorded con- 
siderable respect. 

After an earlier meeting of the 
Council, when it decided to back the 
Likud, Sofer resigned from the 
Council. The other members of the 
Council exerted efforts to ensure his

— both of which are opposed to La- 
bour's position.

‘An obsession that 
just won't work’ 


The mentor of the hesder yeshiva movement, Rabbi Yehuda Amital, 
talks to Judy Siegel-ltzkovich about the Law of Return 


NOT ONLY would an amendment

“There are hundreds of thou- 
sands of people who are members of 

: Diaspora Jewish communities, who 
see themselves as Jews and identify 
with the Jewish People, but who are 
not halachically Jews. But legisla- 
tion in the Knesset will not change 
this one iota.” 

He explains that changing the 
Law of Return to include only peo- 
ple born to a Jewish mother or oth- 
ers converted “according to Hala- 
cha” would affect just a tiny handful 
of Conservative and Reform con- 
verts who want to come on aliya. . 
Under an amended law, their identi- 
ty cards would not be marked “Jew- 
ish.” But even without this, reli- 
gious courts today leok into the 
background of every person who ap-" 
Plies to get married, paying no at- 
tention to what is written on his or 
her identity card. The bil] deals with 
secular law, and bas no connection 
with Jewish law. 

There are thousands of people in 
Israel today who have “Jew” listed 
as the “nationality” on their identity 
card but who are not Jewish. Most

THE MAIN question, he insists, is 
the price to be paid for passing the 
amendment: “Conservative and Re- 
form Jewry accept the fact that their 
conversions are ποῖ recognized by 
the Orthodox establishment, but 
they will not accept the fact that a 
secular authority decides that their 
conversions are not kosher.” 

The “Who’s a Jew” controversy 
has become a flag for them, he says, 
and “they feel personally slighted. 
As a result, their identification with 
the State of Israel will be weakened, 
and this will result in weaker Jewish 
identity. This would lead to more 
intermarriage and assimilation, and 
not less.” 

The rabbis, Amital notes, nrust 
make their decision according to a 
single criterion: ‘Will the Tora gain 
or lose in the long term?” It would 
undoubtedly lose, he believes,“so 
leave it as it is. The Law of Return 
has existed for over 30 years, and 
religious Jews have long known that 
changing it isn’t worth the price.” 

He recalls that over 20 years ago, 
leaders of the Mizrahi -- today’s Na- 
tional Religious Party — came to 
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plead with him to fight against 
changing the Law of Return to the 
ultra-Orthodox version. But today, 
they have taken the opposite posi- 
tion. 
Rabbi Amital, who calis Rabbi 
Menachem Schneerson of Luba- 
vitch “obsessive” about “Who's a 
Jew.” says that Habad has lost -- and 
will lose -- a great deal of influence 
and support by its politicization in 
the last elections. Not only will it 
lose financial backing from senti- 
mental Reform ‘and .Conservative 
Jewish backers, but Habad, by mul- 
ing Agndat Yisrael, will increasingly 
-become identified as a political par- 
ty. Secular sympathy for Habadniks 


The fear of losing financial sup- 
port may have played a minor part 
in the decision of modern Orthodox 
Jewish groups to oppose the amend- 
ment. But the major consideration, 
says Amital, was their awareness of 
its ineffectualness in stemming the 
tide of assimilation and the damage 
it would do to Jewish unity. 

Asked about the adamant support 
for the amendment by prominent 
American Orthodox leader Rabbi 
Aharon Soloveichik of Chicago, 
Rabbi Amital says: ‘“He’s fought for 
years against the non-Orthodox, so 
he'd have a difficult time supporting 
them on ‘Who’s a Jew.’ 

But Amital hinted that Rabbi Jo- 
seph Dov Soloveichik — Aharon’s 
incapacitated brother and the much 
more prominent of the two rabbis — 
is not believed to support the 
amendment. Joseph Dov’s daugh- 
ter, Tova Lichtenstein, is on the pre- 
sidium of Meimad, and her hus- 
band, Har Etzion co-head Rabbi 
Aharon Lichtenstein, was a vocal 
supporter of the new party and its 
policies. Rabbi Lichtenstein recent- 
ly spoke against the amendment 
during a Shabbat talk with his yeshi- 
va students. 

As for real solutions to the assirmi- 
lation and intermarriage problems, 
these are up to American Jewry and 
rabbis. For decades, there has been 
talk of establishing a joint beit din 
for conversions, in which “obser- 
vant” Conservative and Reform 
Tabbis would join the Orthodox in 
performing conversions. But the ul- 
tra-Orthodox, and some modem 
Orthodox, have opposed this 


suggestion. 
Says Rabbi Amital, with a shrug 
his shoulders: ‘A revolutionary 
change among the non-Orthodox is 
needed as well to grapple with the 
major problems facing Diaspora 
Jewry.”

PRACTICAL POLITICS, not least the poli- 
tics of coalition-making, as one professional 
actually suggested on radio yesterday, is not a 
charity ball.

The historica] infantility that 
dominated Versailles also dominat- 
ed Bolshevik Moscow. 

Central Asia, which was populat- 
ed by numerous tribes with no his- 
torical tradition, was artificially par- 
titioned into invented republics: 
Kazakhstan, Kirghizia, Tajikistan, 
Turkmenia. 

A look at the surrealistic map of 
Uzbekistan is enough to show its 
completely artificial formation, as a 
result of which millions of Tajiks 
found themselves in Uzbekistan and 
millions of Uzbeks found them- 
selves in Tajikistan, and so on. 

Now, as the Soviet empire is 
weakening, all its hidden conflicts 
are coming to the surface. For a 
quarter of a century, Uzbek leaders 
would not meet with Tajik leaders. 
Only Gorbachev's intervention 
made possible a meeting — at which 
both sides made contradictory 
claims. 


WITH REGARD TO the Baltic re- 
publics, the creation of Estonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania was also quite 
arbitrary, although these were the 
fruit of German rather than Ameri- 
can or Russian “wisdom.” 


In 1918, when Russia was defeat- 
ed and forced to sign the Brest-Li- 
tovsk Treaty, Germany, wron 
believing itself victorious, wan’

However, Germany was soon de- 
feated, but all the new states it had 
created remained, paradoxically 
demonstrating their viability — al- 


though Lithuania was multinational -

‘The Baltic republics should also 
bear.in mind that if the Soviet em- 
pire collapses, their frontiers are not 
unassailable. 

For example, there is a potential 
conflict between Poland and Lithua- 
nia, since Vilnius, the latter’s official 
capital and the ancient capital of 
historical Poland, was awarded to 
Lithuania in 1939, when Poland was 


Apart from the above, there are 
too many Russians in the Baltic re- 
gion for them to be ejected without 
trouble. 


It would seem, therefore, that - 


Baltic problems will not be the most 
difficult of all the possible national 
confiicts in the USSR. In the inter- 
ests of world peace, in the interests 
of plain humanitarianism, and even 
in purely pragmatic interests, we 
must hope that the USSR will not 
give the crises an opportunity to be- 
Come massacres, like those the Shi'- 
it Azerbaijanis committed 
Tecently. 

And let arrogant politicians also 
learn this lesson: the destiny of na- 
tions should be settled by the na-

SOMETHING is very amiss with the story of Mo- 
roccan Jewry in Israel when, as Hebrew University 
Professor Michel Abitbo! says, those who were not 
born and educated here so significantly outperform 
Isracli-born youngsters of Moroccan background. 

That phenomenon, the Moroccan-born profes- 

sor says, should be forcing us to look at the short- 

ings of Israeli society rather than at the hoary 
excuses offered for the Moroccan community's rel- 
atively low social status. 

He is, for example, sceptical of the oft-advanced 
theory that, unlike other immigrant groups, Mo- 
roccans came here without an elite. The argument 
begs too many questions about elites, including 
what constitutes an elite in the eyes of the immi- 
grant group . on the one hand, and in the view of 


for determining what is an elite change with time; 
and whether it is possible to prove that groups led 
by an elite in fact succeed better than those which 
have no such leadership. 

Moving on from his starting point, he continues: 
“There is no doubt that French- and U.S.-born 
children of Moroccans who migrated to those coun- 
tries have also done better than their counterparts 
here.” 

But, he insists, the story of Israel's Moroccan 
community should not be seen as a failure. 

“In one very important respect it has been a 
success. The Moroccan community is self-con- 
sciously Israeli and has no doubts about its 

: Israeliness. 

“I doubt that a French youngster of Moroccan 
origin feels as French in that same way.” Abitboi 
himself was brought up in France and made aliya as 

. an adult. 

“Great economic strides have certainly been 
made. Look for example at the leap forward taken 
during the 1970s by many Moroccan building 
contractors. : 

“But that accretion of wealth has not rid the 
Moroccans of the culture of poverty,” he concedes. 
The Moroccan family may still prefer to invest in a

That sense of Moroccan-ness, he says, is of rela- 
tively recent growth. 

“What was Moroccan Jewry before World War 
1? Tt didn’t even have a chief rabbi. Moroccan 
Jewish life was far from united. Regional differ- 
ences were strikingly deep and divisive.” 

Rather, he believes, the current stress on ethnic- 
ity should be seen as a cry for help, an appeal for 
acceptance by Israeli society. 

Abitbol does not believe that the Moroccan com- 
munity is going to be impressed by the fact that the 
second largest group of MKs in the 12th Knesset is 
of Moroccan origin. 

“I don’t think that will cut much ice with them. 
Nor do I think it should. What have Rabbi Peretz 
and Professor Shimon Shetreet in common? The 
sight of men and women on strike in Dimona 
makes a far more cogent impression.” 

Dimona’s unemployed strikers rub in the com- 
munity’s sense of material and educational failure. 
Equally dangerous. and potentially socially explo- 
sive, may be the resurgence of out-dated negative 
stereotypes that date from the 1950s. 

“Forty years have gone by. What we are talking 
about is an Israeli problem, a failure of Israeli 
society, affecting Israelis.” 

For French-educated Abitbol, “It all boils down 
to education, education and still more education.” 

Looking at the example of his own children, he

insists that “success in our super-liberal school 
system is far too much a function of money and an 
educated: home that provides attention and guid- 
ance, books and encyclopedias. 

“In France, school is seen as the place where 
society forms the child in the image it desires. In 
Israel, far from wiping out ethnic and cultural 
differences, the schools appear to consolidate and 
Preserve them. 

“We seem to have abandoned the Zionist ideolo- 
gy that believed so passionately that man could be 

ed. Instead we take refuge in convenient 
stereotypes. 

“It is ridiculous to continue claiming in the dist 
year of the state that this is an ethnic problem. 
These are Israeli children, often the children of 
Israeli-born parents. They watch the Same televi- 
sion as everyone else. We are still thinking in 
historic concepts.” 

Abitbol, who headed the university's Centre for 
Pre-Academic Studies, advocates a rethinking of 
educational policies. “And that must include better 
teaching and a more efficient allocation of the 
financial resources. The Education Ministry should 
surely be able to do in the 12 years a child has at 
school what the Centre succeeds in doing in one 
year. But it should be starting in the kindergartens. 

“The people who have realized all this are the 
ultra-Orthodox! And that, I would suggest, at least 
partly explains Shas's political success.”

“WHAT HAS been the main contribution of Mo- 
roccan Jews'to the state? ὁ 6 : 

’ “The mimouna,” comes:the reply. “And what's 
the difference between the mimouna and a z00? 

“At the mimouna, the animals feed them- 
selves,” declares thé Friday night soirée comedian, 
raising a laugh. : , 

_ The Moroccan community, the largest single eth- 
nic group in Israel, has beén the butt of jokes, some 
funny, sonie satirical and some, like the example 
above, downright insulting, since the first wave of 
smmigrants reached Israel’s shores in-the late 1940s 
and early 1950s. 

At ane stage, poking fun at the North African 
Jews, their traits, their distinctively-accented He- 
and behaviour, was almost a national 
pastime. 

_ Even today, despite the preponderance of witti- 
cisms and badinage pertaining to other ethnic com- 

‘ munities from the far corners of the globe, the 
Moroccans continue to be the object of wisecracks 
and sarcastic barbs, ridicule and scorn. The follow- 
ing quip, heard recently, attests to the longevity 
and “popularity” of such humour: “You know 
there are really only two jokes about Moroccans -- 
all the rest are true.” 

This ribaldry is perhaps indicative of the negative 
way certain sectors of Israeli society continue to

For their part, the jokes were only -one of the 
factors that ip the past served to alienate the Mo- 
roccan immigrants from the mainstream of society, 
adding to the resentment they already felt over 
their treatment at the hands of the state and state- 
telated bodies. ea : 

In certain city neighbourhoods with a large con- 
centration of Moroccans and in predominantly Mo- 
roccan-populated development towns and settle- 
ments, integration remains in . It is in 
these places that the stigma and “ma'abara 
mentality” linger on. ὃ 

Beit Shean, home of the Likud’s David Levy, 
one of the most prominent figures in the Moroccan 
community, falls into this category. The tents have 
long since been replaced by apartments, tenement 
housing and, in a few cases, by luxurious villa-style 
homes. Yet the fact remains that at feast some of 
the residents retain the attitudes that characterized 
them in the ma’abara days. 

In some cases, the resentment is still there, bub- 
bling under the surface. It is not as widespread or 
intepse as tbe attitudes that spilled over into the 
1959 disturbances and rioting in Haifa’s Wadi Salib 

uarter, and. which led, in the late Sixties and early 
venties, to tke: creation of the Black Panthers. 
The feelings of discontent are confined mainly to 


those who consider, rightly or. wrongly, that they.. 
have been-given’a raw deal and. who have.neither, - 
the cpporranty wor the will to break out of their .. - 


ῬΑ όσα of the younger generation who have taken 
the initiative and have used, to the best advantage, 
the facilities of schooling and higher education that 
are available to all to have different attitades 
and aspirations: But they also tend to be the ones 
who do aot stay in Beit Shean, preferring to pursue 
their goals in tly more fertile fields. 
Some are content to drift along, waiting for 
others to ring the changes, while a relatively small 


but significant number are going back to their roots - 


— taking pride in their heritage and seeking comfort 
and solace by returning to the paths of Orthodoxy.- 
Several of the latter aaligees serge Bove en- 
couraged to rediscover religi ightenment

“THIS: TRADITION dates back over the past. 


400 years, ever since the Jews were expelled 
Spain,” said Shiomo Malcha, secretary of the La- 
bour Party branch in Beit Shean. 3 

Matcha, himself a former yeshiva student, main- 

tained that. Sephardi tradition differed in certain 

respects from Ashkenazi tradition. It was equally 
Orthodox but less rigid. A rabbi was by 
all because of his learning, but he led by example 
rather than by dictate. = 

The Orthodox/secular schism was alien to Jews 
in Moracco because of these attitudes, said Mal- 
cha. “There was far more religious tolerance. It

was enough for a man to wear a kippa, attend 
synagogue and speak with the rabbi for him to be 
classed as ἃ good, or traditionalist, Jew. At the 
same time, 1 never saw or heard about a situation in 
Morocco where a rabbi accused somebody of being 
ἃ goy because he didn’t wear a kippa or go to 


Synagogue. 

“The Ashkenazim, on the other hand, were 
more hassidic, insisting that only their way, de- 
pending on which rabbi they supported, was the 
fright way,” said the 43-year-old father of three. 

Malcha maintained that it was this challenge to 


“ their Jewish culture and heritage, more so than 


politics, that initially upset and alienated the new 
immigrants from Morocco and which was the cause 
of the present-day trend back to religious roots. 

Malcha, despite his religious upbringing, identi- 
fied the divisions and rejected both paths, opting 
instead for a secular life-style. “For the Ashkenaz- 
im back then, preventing people from going to the 
armay was considered a mitzya. It wasn't, as they say 
now, because a conscript would not be able to study 
Tora, but because they wanted to avoid serving a 
secular state. For similar reasons they tried to avoid 
paying taxes and so on,” he said. 

“The Moroccan immigrants, on the other hand, 
came to Israel out of love for their spiritual home- 
land and saw it as a mitzva to belp in rebuilding the 
state. There was no pressure on them in Morocco, 
nor were expelled. 

“More Frm 250,000 of the 350,000 Jews living in

“The leadership of the new immigrants was not 
involved in the establishment of any of the state's 
policies. Had there been two or three recognized 
‘Moroccan leaders in the government in those early 
days, things would have been very different today. 

“As it was, the-Moroccans were left without 
leaders. They took a drastic drop in their standard 
of living from what they had been accustomed to in 
Morocco, where there was,” claimed Malcha, ‘“‘lit- 
tle poverty, no taxes and free education. Integra- 
tion was forced on them in an artificial manner. It 
didn't work, and neither did putting them en blocin 
development towns or settlements.

“All these things came to a head and led to what 
I call the political rebellion in the general elections 
of 1977 when, for the first time, there was a massive 
swing and vote for the Likud.” said Malcha. 


RACHEL HILLER, Malcha’s secretary, was only 

five years old when her family immigrated to Israel 

in 1949. She voted Likud in 1977, bat she sutse- 

ey Tegretted the move and returned to the 
ur fold. 

She disagreed with Malcha that the government's 
policies were entirely to blame for the dissatisfac- 
tion and resentment of Moroccan Jews. “We also 
lived in a ma‘abara for a while, and then we were 


* allocated accommodations in what had been Arab 


houses in Tiberias before going to live on Kibbutz 
Afikim,” she explained. 

“I didn’t feel there was any discrimination 
against’ Moroccans, and 1 certainly didn’t suffer 
from deprivation. Everybody had the same oppor- 
tunity, and it was up to them how they made use of 
it,” she asserted. 

Nevertheless, her views tended to be in the mi- 
nority. The 1977 elections proved to be a political 
turning point in the history of the Moroccan com- 
munity. In Beit Shean, where more than 80 per 
cent of the 14,300 population is of Moroccan ori- 
gin, support for Labour continued to drop, and in 
subsequent elections there was a marked swing to 


the right. In the 1984 ballot, former MK Meir 
Kahane’s Kach Party received more than 300 votes, 
the highest percentage anywhere in the land. 

In last month's elections, the pattern changed 


and won 540 votes. Agudat Yisrael, which barely 
made a showing in the past, 375, while 
Shas more than tripied its share of the vote from 
less than 300 in 1984 to 904 this time. 

“The rebellion is continuing, but now there is no- 
left or right,” said Malcha. “I don’t think this vote 
was on religious grounds, but because people were 
disenchanted with both the major parties and opted 
for a middie road. They regret it now, however, 
and if the elections were held again, the picture 
would be very different,” he added. 


TOWN CLERK Shalom Suissa noted that only 
6,300 people out of the 8,000 eligible to vote bad 
actually exercised their democratic rights. He at- 
tributed the success of the religious parties to a 
combination of factors. ‘There is a nationwide 
trend, not just among Moroccans but among all 
ethnic groups, to take pride in their origins and, in 
some cases, retum to their roots, such as the 
Fenaissance in Yiddish,” said Suissa. 

“For those of Moroccan origin, this means reli- 
gion and the family, going to synagogue and cele- 
brating the holidays which were the central aspects 
of life in Morocco. The religious parties were very 
active in canvassing support, particularly Shas and 
Agudat Yisrael with Habad. 

“This influenced a lot of people, especially the 
older ones, for whom the blessings of the rabbis is 
boly. and even the moze secular people who re- 
spect their sages. The religious parties even can- 
vassed people on kibbutzim,” he said. 

On the hand, said Suissa, a significant num- 
ber of Beit Shean’s electorate had voted for ultra- 
right wing parties, despite the fact that many re- 
προ Arab poadalina end cpcke eeectagty ot 
Moslem-Arab population spol wingly Οἱ 
the life they had enjoyed there.

for the support he has given to the Jewish commu- 
nity. However, that does not mean that they like or 
respect Arabs in general. 

“On the contrary, although Jews tended to get 
on with their immediate neigh! , the atmo- 
sphere in Morocco was generally anti-Semitic and 
still is. The majority of Arabs did not and do not 
like Jews. They were jealous of them, even of those 
that lived in the’ poorer quarters.” 

An added factor that helped the religious and 
right-wing parties in the last elections, at the ex- 
pense of the Likud and Labour, is the economic 
situation in Beit Shean, where more than 600 peo- 
ple ere registered a3 uzemployed. The recent dis- 
miscai of 150 workers from the Kitan textiie factory 
was a further blow. 

There are also those who have an axe to grind 
with David Levy, charging that he has assisted 
other development towns such as nearby Afula, led 
by Levy supporter and now Likud MK Ovadia Eli, 
more than bis home town. The critics, not all of 
them Labour supporters, cited Levy’s refusal to 
help the town when it was still controlled by Labour 
during 1975 to 1983, when the Likud was in power 
in the government. 


PROSPER SABAG has been unemployed for sev- 
eral months and lives off National Insurance pay- 
ments to support his wife and child. We met in what 
be described as Beit Shean’s central place of enter- 
tainment. the local cafe, where in the morning 
hours groups of men gather to drink tea, coffee and 
beer and play dominoes and backgammon. 
“Our only cinema closed down about six years 
ago. There are no cultural-activities, no theatres 
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and virtually no night life, with the exception of a 
few pubs. If you walk around after 7 p.m., Beit 
Shean is like a ghost town. There’s hardly anybody 
on the streets,” complained Sabag. 

“There’s nothing, just poor people trying to 
scratch out a living. Nobody wants to invest in ἃ 
town like Beit Shean, and with no facilities it’s 
impossible to attract qualified people, such as doc- 
tors, lawyers and so on to come and live here. They 
go to Tel Aviv, Haifa or Jerusalem. It's a vicious 
circle,” he said. 

He noted that the majority of job vacancies in 
the area were for low-paid maaual work, with the

Sabag, 35, said he felt caught in a trap. “We want 
to get on, but there are no opportunities. We have 
the jokes and the disrespect, even though 
we are the same as everybody else. We have served 
in the army, but while we have fulfilled cur obliga- 
tions, we are still waiting for our privileges,” said 
Sabag, who voted for Agudat Yisrael in the 
elections. 

“Tm not religious in the strict sensc of the word, 
although I know of about 40 people who have

“What are you talking about?” interjected an- 
other man, stants ing his dominoes on the table- 
top. “Why is he talking about Moroccans as if we 
are different. We are all Israelis here,” he shouted. 

Still another man joined the argument. “There’s 
no reason for anybody to be out of work. Those 
that really want a job car find one. I've got my own 
business and I’m doing ali right,” he said. The man, 
who gave his name as Shimon, said he voted Likud 
in the elections because “I don’t trust the Arabs 
and Tim not prepasted to give ap any land.” 

Shimoa Biton, joint cvmer of a tire-marketing 
and puncture-repair business in Beit Shean and 
Afula, is one of those who has made good. Unlike 
many others in a similar position, he has remained 
in Beit Shean. Biton, like several of the former 
speakers, blamed the mistaken policies of the past 
for the under-development and continuing resent- 
ment of Moroccan Jews. 


“Tf the Jewish Agency had supplemented the low

“For the first four years, we were not connected 
to the national electricity grid and had to rely on 
our broken-down generators to supply us with pow- 
er,” said moshav secretary Ya’acov Evgi. “At that 
time most of the people worked for the INF in 
afforestation projects or related work. Later, 
chicken sheds were introduced, although we found 
that it was impossible to breed chickens for meat 
because the cold killed them off, so we changed to 
battery hens producing cggs. 

“Subsequently, each meshek [family business] 
was allocated 12 dunams of land with orchards 
growing mainly apples, pears and peaches. About 
this time, however, wo suffered from terrorist at- 
tacks. The border wes open then, and it was too 
dangerous to go to the orchards, which are right by 
the border itself. 

__ "There were several incidents of terrorists plant- 
ing explosives under hoases, firing katyusha rock- 
ets, moztars and bazookas. This reached a tragic 
peak for us in 1970 when a busload of our children, 


of them children from our settlement,” said Egvi.

The attacks and infiltration attempts continued 
cver the years. Egvi, who is married with six chil-

Tre well-iaid-out scitlement, svith ite luxurious 
houses and modern buildings, gives the eppearance. 

Appserances, however, can be 
tive. The moshav is deeply in debt, to the extent 
that the Mekorot water company severely restrict- 
ed supplies of drinking water more than two weeks 
ago because of unpaid bills dating back to before 
the summer and amounting to more than NIS 
180,000. 

As we spoke, Evgi’s wife ladled water into a 
Finjan trom buckets she had filled in the morning 
when the water supplies were temporarily re- 
sumed. Evgi opened a bottle of a particularly 
strong home-made Arak for the benefit of his 
guests, including several other moshav members 
and a visiting rabbi. The rabbi declined, but the rest 
of us raised our glasses. 

The walls of his home were adorned with pic- 
tures and an engraving of the Baba Sali, and a 
photograph of former Sephardi chief rabbi and

IT WAS definitely not the place to 
ask someone to sew on a button for 
you. : 

T was, indeed, missing a button on 
my favourite button-down Oxford 
broadcloth. I bad the button in my 
pocket. I was, however, in too much 
of a hurry Monday evening to get to 
the opening of the feminist confer- 
ence to sew it on myself. 

All right, the truth is 1 didn’t 
know how to sew it on myself. And 
now here I was among all these good 
Jewish women. many of whom were 
mothers and even grandmothers. 
Could one doubt that former Hadas- 
sah president Ruth Popkin had a 
needle and thread in her purse? 
Would it be too much to expect 
from MK Shulamit Aloni? Could 
one ask American Jewish Congress 
Official Bernice Tannenbaum? 

Forget it. The First International 
Jewish Feminist Conference, spon- 
sored by the World Jewish Con- 


. gress, the American Jewish Con- 


gress and the Israel Women’s 
Network, was not the venue to seek 
out someone to do, admittedly, 
what even the lowliest IDF soldier 
should know how to do for himself. 

That was made clear enough 
when Tannenbaum’s microphone 
toppled over and, to general laugh- 
ter, she quipped: “It must have been 
installed by a man.” In other cir- 
cumstances, might Tannenbaum 
have remarked: “It must have been 
installed by an Arab.”? Or by an 
Israeli? A Polack? Would such re- 
marks evoke the same approving 
hilarity? 

Tannenbaum herself got a taste of 

ift Jerusalem justice a few mo- 
ments later when she inadvertently 
referred to Jacqueline Levine as 
honorary chairman of the governing 
council of the American Jewish 
Congress. Levine, the audience im- 
mediately corrected, was neither a 

i: Η i nor chair- 
person, but a chair. 

Chair indeed was the approved 
designation used in all of the confer- 
ence literature. Levine was a chair. 
Popkin was a chair. Tannenbaum 
herself was a chair.

In Morocco, new vistas open 


ARLETTE BERDUGO has for 
seme time been one in research 
on the position of Jewish women in 
contemporary Moroccan society, a 
topic which is the subject of a Ph.D. 
dissertation she is writing for a 
French university. 

Mme. Berdugo’s research is not 
confined to any particular segment 
of Moroccan Jewish society al- 
though the focus is on the Jews of 
Casablanca, where the majority of 
Morocco's Jews, totalling between 
10,000 and 12,000, live and work. 
. There are 37 functioning syna- 
gogues in Casablanca alone. Jewish 
children receive their tuition in 
schools run by one of three main 
organizations — Otzar Hatora, Alli- 
ance Israélite Universelle and the 
Lubavitch emissaries, this last being 
active in Casablanca only. 

While Jews continue conducting a 
full social and family life, most Mo- 
roccan families - usually very ex- 
tended — now find themselves split: 
some members settled in Israel, 
some in France and Canada, and 
only a minority in Morocco itself. 

‘With regard to the attitude of 
their Mosiem neighbours and the 
Moroccan authorities toward the 
Jews, the overall impression is that 
this is one mainly of respect and 
admiration: the Jews are generally 
held in high esteem, sometimes in 
awe, for their high standards and 
impressive attainments in various

As for the more immediate problem of 
Taba, Bassiouny did not foresee any Israeli 
objections to drawing the border line from 
marker 91 to the pre-1967 beach marker 
called the Parker point, as recommended by 
the arbitration panel. 

While Egypt rejects any arrangements in 
Taba that would infringe on the arbitration 
decision awarding it sovereignty, “any other 
issue can be negotiated,” Bassiouny said. 

“It’s my assessment that Israel will imple- 
ment the international tribunal award after 
we finish the arangements on the compensa- 
tion for the hotel.” 

Regarding recent signals that Cairo would 
be willing to normalize trade and tourism ties 
after a resolution of the Taba issue, Bas- 
siouny said that normalization would pro- 
ceed according to the “national interests of 
the two countries.” 

Egypt is eager to “activate” tourism, Bas- 
siouny said, without specifying if that means

“Why do you coricentrate on the negative 
points,” he asked. “There is very good coop- 
eration in agriculture and petroleum.”

One real impediment to increased trade is 
the simple fact that Israeli goods often are 
more expensive than their competitors else- 
where in the Mediterranean, Bassiouny 
stressed. 

“If I want to buy this cup,” he said pointing 
to the coffee cup on his desk, “1 find it 
cheaper in London, I'll buy it in London and 
if I find it cheaper in Israel, ll buy it there.”

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The gathering of a family 


WHEN Seymour and Suri Granek 
take a walk in Jerusalem with their 
four beautiful children, heads turn 
and traffic comes to a halt. With one 
boy easily mistaken for a Scandina- 
vian, another a Mexican, one girl 
looking Japanese or Chinese, and 
the youngest black-skinned, it 
seems like an outing of the United 
Nations. 


In fact, the four kids - adopted ᾿ 


during the past nine years by the 
Graneks — were all either born Jew- 
ish or converted strictly according to 
Halacha. Nine-year-old Chaim was 
born in New York; seven-year-old 
Baruch is a native of Mexico City, 
five-year-old Ahuva comes from 
Mexico as well but looks “Oriental” 
and apparently had Indian parents, 
and 24-year-old Nava was born in 
Israel to a mother who immigrated 
from Ethiopia. 

“We explained adoption to each 
of them as soon as they could under- 
stand," says Suri, herself a native of 
Boro Park in Brooklyn. “It's com- 
pletely natural to them. In fact they 
once thought every child is adopted. 
One asked me when grandma -- my 
mother — had adopted me!” 

Each became part of the Granek 
family when he or she wasonly a few 
days or months old. The first three 
were adopted before the Graneks 
came on aliya five years ago, while 
doe-eyed, pigtailed Nava was their 
first sabra. “People keep telling me: 
*You've done such a mmitzva in tak-

ing these kids.’ But I know that if we 
didn’t adopt them, they would have 
been grabbed up quickly by some- 
one else. We adopted them for self- 
ish reasons. We wanted children,” 
says Suri. “Our life before them is a 
clear memory, but no longer painful 
to recollect.” 

Seymour (known as Shimshon at 
the Israel Aircraft Industries plant 
where he is an electrical engineer 


and married Suri in 1973. (A short 
time into the interview, we discover 
that one year Suri and I were both 
students at the Yeshiva University 
high school in Brooklyn, three 
grades apart.) 


THE GRANEKS dearly loved chil- 
dren and wanted some of their own, 
but despite medical tests and treat- 
ments were unable to have any. It is 
one of life’s bitter ironies that some 
women would do almost anything to 
get rid of a fetus, while others would 
do almost anything to have one. 
“It was a terrible, painful time. 


“We had a great marmage, but we 


wanted to share our love with chil- 
dren,” says Suri, in their book- and 
game-filled apartment in Pisgat 


Ze'ev. Almost seven years after 
their wedding, and waiting 18 
months after filing an application, 
the local adoption authorities in 
New ‘York introduced them to a 
blond, three-mootb-old baby who 
became their son Chaim. 

Developing an “appetite” for 
more, the Graneks heard from 
friends about Mexico as a source for 
another baby. They went to Mexico 
City with then two-year-old Chaim 
and were given a five-month-old 
baby. “The adoption was done very 
strictly, and even the signatures of 
Mexican officials were checked and 
re-checked for authenticity,” says 
Seymour. 

Two years later, they retraced 
their steps to Mexico and brought 
back Abuva, then five days old, to 
New York. Suri’s parents and maoy 
close relatives had already preceded 
them to Israel, and the Graneks, 
having made some short visits be- 
fore, decided to make aliya, con- 
vinced that Israel was the only place 
to raise their children. 

They stayed in the Mevasseret 
Zion Absorption Centre for two 
years, until their apartment in the 
new quarter of Pisgat Ze'ev was 
ready. Seymour had a job waiting

As there is no private adoption 
here, the Graneks applied to the 
Children’s Welfare Service for an- 
other child. Knowing of the short- 
age of babies, they were very willing 
to take an older child; they received 
four-month-old Nava, a beautiful 
Ethiopian baby, in 1986. “We had a 
kiddush im the synagogue in honour 
of each new addition,” says Sey- 
mour. Still not having their fill, Suri 
and Seymour applied a year ago for 
another child, and are hoping for an 
older child from the authorities. 

“People who know us are used to 
the idea, but strangers ask all kinds 
of questions, like ‘How do they get 
along together?’ Why, they get 
along just like any brothers and sis- 
ters," says Suri. “Others ask: "Are 

yours?” and we say ‘They're 
.”* And 


We are their real parents; they had 
other biological parents who 
couldn't take care of them.” 

“When Suri is out with the kids 
without me, people have been 
known to wonder out loud and ask 
whether she had them from. four 
different husbands,” says Seymour, 
sporting jeans and a crocheted 
kippa, with amusement. 


THEY KNOW of no other Ethiopi- 
ans in Pisgat Ze’ev. Wondering 
whether Nava, looking so different

Each of the children, as in any 
household, bas his or her unique 
personality. Chaim is the dominant, 
Dennis-the-Menace type who likes 
electronics, computers and bike-rid- 
ing. Baruch js a studious, yekke- 
like, neat and conscientious type, 
but despite the contrasts the two are 
extremely close. Ahuva is very out- 
going and so friendly that she gets 
into conversations with strangers 
who are curious about her Oriental 
look. And Nava, shy at first meet- 
ing, quickly warms up, climbs onto 
the sofa next to a guest and offers a 
cookie. Before eating one herself, 
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she carefully recites the appropriate 
blessing.

Waiting for the light 


it is accorded, the depth of endurance which is 

ired in waiting for its realization. In the case of 
Joseph and his eventual ascent to royalty, it was 
Jacob, in his profound love for his son, who “kept 
the matter” alive. 

Jewish history from Jacob ooward is one long 
line of such trustful “‘waitings” in the wings of great 
dreams for a better tomorrow. The situation was 
often as grim as the darkest of nights, but there 
were always those who, no matter what, would not 
give up waiting for the rise of dawn. 


ONE SUCH moment, many centuries after the 
time of Jacob, took place in the years following the 
conquest of the east by Alexander the Great in the 
year 333 BCE. Unlike other moments of despair in 
Jewish history, when physical annihilation threat~ 
ened, this was ἃ well-designed campaign to assimi- 
late the Jews into the “superior” glorious Hellenic

disappearance of Jews and Judaism as a unique 
entity was imminent. Then, in the year 165, came 
what is now known as the Hasmonean revolt. This 
restored life to the nation and brought about the re- 
dedication of its Holy Temple in Jerusalem. 

Fierce were the battles fought by the few,” 
Maccabeans, a tiny band of partisans against the 
“many,” the forces of a mighty empire. In Jewish 
Kiturgy their victories are described as “‘miraculous” 
and special thanksgiving is offered for them during 
the eight days of Hanukka. However, the festival 
itself was set aside, according to the rabbis in the 
Talmud (TB Shabbat 22b) not only because of the 
spectacularly successful military campaigns (in gen- 
eral, there are no commemorations of mili! 
victories in the Jewish calendar), but because of a 
story, a legend: 

“What is Hanukka?” is the question asked in a 
famous passage in the Talmud (TB, ibid.), and the 
answer is: “For our Rabbis taught... When the 


Clay oil lamp of the Hasmonean period. 


Greeks entered the Temple, they defiled all the oils 
therein, and when the Hasmonean sons prevailed 
against and defeated them. they made search and- 
found only one cruse of oi! which lay with the seal 
of the High Priest, undefiled, but which contained 
sufficient for one day's lighting only; yet a miracle 
was wrought therein and they lit [the lamp] there- 
with for eight days. The following year, these days 
were appointed a Festival with [the recital of] Hal- 
le] and thanksgiving.” 

While the wars and heroism of the Hasmoneans 
were not concealed and do indeed occupy a promi- 
nent role in the liturgy, the emphasis of the celebra- 
tion of Hanukka in rabbinic tradition switched to 
the miracle of the pure oil and the little lights 
odes each night of Hanukka in every Jewish 

ome. 
The hero of Hanukka is thus not a decorated 
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mnilitary general, but some unsung, anonymous 
priest who, when all oils were defiled, made sure to 
seal and put away one little cruse of pure oil, sitting 
there and waiting for the day when the Temple 
would be re-dedicated and the pure oil perform the 
miracle of bringing back the light that was dimmed 
and almost extinguished in the rage of assimilation 
and religious-cultural disintegration. 

The heroic battles waged by the courageous Has- 
moneans were of utmost i in bringing 
about the change in Jewish history, but it is the 
modest inner light that tells us of the motivation of 
those battles. This was the very first time in the 
history of humankind, the great historian Fritz 
Baer points out, that people fought and were ready 
to give up their lives for the sake of an idea and 
belief. This motivation is represented by the cruse 
gems all preserved and waiting in hiding for its 

γ. 


IN THEIR delightful Time for My Soul, a Treasury 
of Jewish Stories for the Holidays (Jason Aronson 
Tnc., 1987), Annette and Eugene Labovitz trace 
the mystery of the pure cruse of oil found at the re- 
dedication of the Temple. 

It begins with Noah. He sent a dove from the ark 
to see if the water had abated. The dove flew in the 
direction of Eretz Yisrae! from Mount Ararat in 
Turkey, where the ark had rested. When the dove 
teached Eretz Yisrael, it plucked an olive branch, a 
sign of new growth and the renewal of life, and 
Teturned to the ark with it in its beak. 

Noah took the branch and pressed oil from its 
olives. He sealed the oil in a flask, seeing it as the 
symbol of light and truth. He thed the flask 
of oil to Shem, for he was certain that righteousness 
would endure through that son. 

Shem established a school of Tora learning in 
Shalem (Jerusalem), where he transmitted the ight 
and truth he learned from his father to his grandson 


= 


Ever. Our patriarch Abraham studied in the school 
of Shem and Ever. Being their most prominent 
student, they passed the flask of oil to him. Abra- 
ham entrusted it to his son Isaac. Isaac entrusted it 
to his son Jacob. When Jacob fled from Esau, he 
carried the flask of oil with him. It was with this oil 
that Jacob anointed the stone that supported his 
head as he slept and dreamed of the angels going up 


. and down the ladder. That little flask of oil sus- 


tained Jacob for the 20 years that he lived with 
Laban, until he returned to Eretz Yisrael. 

Jacob transmitted the Mask of oil, the light and 
the truth, to Joseph. the son he loved best. When 
Joseph descended to Egypt, he carried it with him. 
It guided him in establishing a school of Tora 
learning in exile. The little flask of oil inspired the 
yearning for redemption. Moses carried it out of 
Egypt and transmitted it to Joshua; Joshua to the 
elders; the elders to the prophets. The prophet 
Samuel annointed two kings, Saul and David, with 
this oil. The oil in the little flask was always 
replenished. ᾿ 

‘When King Solomon built the first Holy Temple, 
he placed the little flask of oil in the cornerstone, in 
perpetuity for future generations. None of the for- 
eign conquerors who set foot in Jerusalem knew 
about it. Only the High Priests knew the secret, 
each transmitting it to his successor just before his 
death. Judah Maccabee, descendant of the priestly 
family, knew the secret of the oil, When he 
marched victoriously into Jerusalem to re-dedicate 
the Temple, he used this oil to re-kindle the lights 
in the menora. 

On Hanukka, as we are about to kindle the 
lights, we too can find, if we search for it in earnest, 
the pure oil hidden within us and use it for the 
renewal and re-dedication of our lives.

If the kibbutzim can’t 
make ends meet, the Treasury says, 
let them try other alternatives and 
begin behaving rationally for once.

In 1985, the 
Treasury did away with all subsi- 
dized loans to kibbutzim, which had 
previously covered 40% of the costs 
of all approved investment projects. 
This took a severe toll on the cotton, 
orchard-fruit, and citrus sectors of 
the kibbutzim which had traditional- 
ly benefited from these loans. 

But the loss of these loans has 
dealt an even harsher blow to the 
expanding industrial sector of the 
kibbutzim, which had been the main 
beneficiaries.

France:condemned by the failure to specialize

The French are obsessed by the 
prospect of a single European mar- 
ket after 1992, which seems to fill 
them with dread. They describe it as 
a “challenge,” but they appear to 
regard it as an awful encounter with 
destiny, in which France is bound to 
come off worst. 

French anxiety is mainly focused 
on the fiscal implications of the new 
Europe. A market without frontier 
controls will require the harmoniza- 
tion of value-added taxes in Europe, 
with painful budgetary conse- 
quences for countries (like France) 
with high VAT rates. A market 
without exchange controis on the 
movement of capital will create a 
major risk of capital flight for coun- 
tries (like France) with high taxes on 
savings. 

In fact, French anxiety about 1993 
and beyond should perhaps be more 
legitimately targeted on the existing 
evidence of weaknesses in French 
industry’s ability to compete. This 
evidence has become clear in the 
past two years, and has been charac- 
terized by the Finance Ministry as 
“the fragility of the foreign trade 
account, marked by the collapse of 
the industrial trade balance and the 
loss of world market share.” ‘ 

Last vear's trade deficit of $9.2 
billion is expected to worsen to 
$10.5b. this year, according to the 
OECD, and reach $11.75b. in 1989. 

Particularly worrying to the 
French is the the indus- 
trial component of the trade bal- 
ance, which has dropped from a sur- 
plus of 7 billion francs per month in 
1985, to a deficit of 3 billion francs 
per month in the first seven months 
of 1988. The most recent figures 
suggested some improvement, and 
it 1s possible that the loss of foreign 
market share has been- slowed 
down, or even halted. Yet there is a 
fundamental problem which will 
only be put right, in the ministry's 
words, “by an improvement of com- 
pany competitivity in all its aspects: 
price, quality and industrial 
structure.” 


From time to time, the forcign 
exchange markets appear to con- 
clude that the logic of the figures 
ought to be pointing towards a re- 
alignment inside the European 
Monetary System, and speculate ac- 
cordingly against the franc. The 
French government has set its face 
against any facile way out of this 
sort, and in any case French econo- 
mists have concluded that the prob- 
lem is not a deterioration of relative 
cost structures. In relation to West 
Germany, always the benchmark 
for French comparisons, the recent 


movement of costs appears to have 
been favourable to France, and over 
a longer period relative costs have 
bene kept in line by previous rea- 
lignments. Therefore, the problem 
must lie elsewhere. 

A year ago a seminal article in a 
review of the National Statistical In- 
Stitute argued that the weakness of 
French industry and the cause of its 
loss of world market share, was a 
lack of specialization. ‘This ‘“‘de-spe- 
cialization” is clear in pharmaceuti- 
cals, tyres and cars, and even clearer 
in clothing, leatherwork and 
electronics. 

This case has been reinforced by a 
new study carried out by Gerard 
Lafay of the CEPI economic insti- 
tute for the National Planning Com- 
mission. The deterioration of the 
French trade balance, he says, is 
partly explained by geographic fac- 
tors: at the beginning of this decade, 
French exporters showed above-av- 
erage interest in Africa, the Guif 
and Latin America, and these are no 
longer such buoyant markets. But 
the main problem is French indus- 
try’s general lack of specialization 
and comparative advantage. 

By sub-dividing French trade 
flows into the constituent parts of 
industrial sectors, and by weighting 
the resultant balances in relation to 
the overall totals, Lafay comes up 
with a hierarchy of indicators of 
comparative advantage both for 
France and for West Germany. The 
resulting exporting industries suffer 
from major structural weaknesses 
compared with West Germany. 
© France has comparative advan- 
tage in far fewer industries than 
West Germany. 

Φ The degree of comparative ad- 
vantage even in the most competi- 
tive French sectors is much less 
marked than in the most competi- 
tive West German sectors, while the 
degree of comparative disadvantage 
is also less marked in the least com- 
petitive French sectors than in the 
least competitive West German 
sectors. 

© France’s major comparative ad- 
vantages are in simple products like 
cereals or traditional sectors like 
drinks, ahead of its most competi- 
tive industrial sectors (aeronautics 
and vehicle components). 

© France's modest comparative ad- 
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vantages in industry proper are scat- 
tered in different sectors and at dif- 
ferent levels of the industrial 
process, from primary products to 
consumer goods, whereas West 
Germany's comparative advantages 
are strongly concentrated both by 
sector (mechanical engineering and 
vehicles) and by industrial level (in- 
termediate and investment goods). 

“When they try to promote the 
image of our country abroad,” says 
Lafay, “French leaders, public or 
private, try to make us forget the 
traditional picture of a country 
which exports fine wines, liqueurs, 
cognacs and perfumes, and even 
more recently wheat. On the con- 
trary, they promote the image of the 
world’s fourth exporter, the flatter- 
ing results obtained with high-tech- 
nology products such as Ariane, 
Airbus, helicopters, the TGV ex- 
press train, the Minitel, digital tele- 
phone switchboards and so on. 

“Tf one sticks strictly to the export 
figures, they are right. But when 
one looks at the import figures, to 
rank the balance of the flowr, the 
classical image returns inevitably to 
the foreground. For the real com- 
parative advantages of the French 
economy lie with the products which 
constitute the trade mark of France 
in the eyes of most foreigners.” 

Lafay asks how this can be ex- 
plained. He says it is true that, in 
many fields, French engineers can 
compete with the best and are often 
at the forefront of technology. But 
very often commercial results do not 
match the ambitions of the engi- 
neers. When products reach the in- 
temational market, delays are too 
Jong, runs too short and costs too 
high. There are exceptions in the 
armaments industry (which has 
known its hour of glory, but which is 
difficult to isolate in the trade fig- 
ares, says Lafay) and civil aero- 
space, where European cooperation 
is bringing its fruits. But the com- 
parative advantages revealed by in- 
ternational trade remain very mod- 
est for French industry in products 
of advanced technology. 

“Though France is the fourth ex- 
porter in the world, it is also the 
third importer. In the absence of 
decisive breakthroughs in exported 
ucts. France does not suffer from 
condemned to import, in every case, 


a similar quantity of foreign prod- 
ucts... France does not suffer from 
poor specialization, it suffers from 
an almost complete absence of 
specialization.” 

This state of affairs, according to ἃ 
the CEPI study, is not a recent 
deterioration, but simply a rever- 
sion to an underlying tong-term pat- 
tern. For a while it was masked by 
the success of certain sectors, such 
as prlecipoeoa or by the strength of 

graphic markets such as 
the Mi Middle East or Latin America, 
which have again been weakened by 
the decline of the oil price or the 
debt crisis. 

But Lafay implies that this lack of 
specialization is also due to the 
country’s long history of state inter- 
ventionism and protectionism. 

“On ἃ case by case basis, there 
are always good reasons for protec- 
tion, either to face a brutal deficit 
(the oil shock), or to avoid loss of 
jobs. But when one compares with 
hindsight the sums devoted by the 
State respectively to declining in- 
dustries (steel, shipbuilding) and to 
sectors of the future (electronics), 
one can understand the negataive 
role played by the protection of 
French industry.”

“He is an arrogant man,” said Ja- 
cobs, “and I aim to calm him 
down.” 

The 22-year-old Jacobs was realis- 
tic enough to add, however, that he 
needed “three or four more fights 
before I'm ready to tackle him.” 
While Jacobs had every reason to be 
pleased with his own performance,

By JOEL GREENBERG 
and JOSHUA BRILLIANT 
Jerusalem Post Ri 
Troops shot and killed a Palestin- 
ian and wounded 17 others wari 
clashes in the territories 
Elementary schools in the West 
Bank reopened after a four-month 
closure by the military authorities. 
In the West Bank, a 17-year-old 
youth was killed af Kaffin, north of 
Tulkarm, in a clash with oops who 
raided the village to make arrests 
and clear flags and nationalist graffi- 
ti. Military sources said soldiers 
were attacked with rocks and petrol 
bombs, and opened fire at one of 
the petrol bomb throwers, killing 
him. 


Hospitals in Nablus admitted 10 
Palestinians wounded in and around 
the city. At the Ein Bet al-Ma camp. 
five people were wounded, includ- 
ing a man seriously hurt by a gun- 
shot in his back, and another, 
wounded in the eye by a rubber 
bullet, who was transferred to St. 
John’s Opthalmic Hospital in Jeru- 
salem. 

Protests erupted in several loca- 
tions in Nablus after tax officials 
accompanied by troops raided 
stores in the city. Two people were 
wounded. 

At Tamnn, a 10-year-old boy and 
18-year-old were both wounded in 
the hand. A 16 year-old was shot in 
the stomach during clashes at Tu- 
bas. 

At Idna, near Hebron, three per- 
sons were wounded in fierce clashes 
during an army raid on Wednesday. 
Military sources said villagers at- 
tacked troops with clubs, iron bars 
and stones. Villagers said soldiers 
who arrived in helicopters made ar- 
rests, forced shopkeepers to open 
stores and pay outstanding taxes, 
and served demolition notices 
against 17 homes allegedly built 
without a permit. Villagers charged 
that shopkeepers who did not open 
had their shopfronts damaged, and 
an electricity pylon was uprooted. 
The army denied any such action 
had been taken. 

A woman was injured by beating 
during clashes with troops at the 
Balata refugee camp. Residents of 
Traq Burin, near Nablus, reported a 
raid on the village, in which five 
amy vehicles were preceded by a 
car with West Bank plates whose 
passengers wore keffiyehs. Clashes 
were also reported at Hawara.
